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MEMORANDA. 
MARCH QUARTER, 1924. 


Population of New South Wales.—The population of the State of New 
South Wales on 3lst December, 1923, was—males, 1,128,089 ; females, 
1,083,017; total, 2,211,106. The increase since 3lst December, 1922, 
was 36,553, and since the censusin April, 1921, 109,138. 

Vital Statistics—March Quarter, 1924—New South Wales.—The births 
registered in March quarter numbered 13,581, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 24°57 per 1,000 of population; and the deaths, 5,176, which is 
equivalent to 9°36 per 1,000 of population. The annual rate per 1,000 
population of the 4,432 marriages registered was 8:02. Compared with 
the average of the March quarter of the preceding five years the 
death rate was 6 per cent. higher, the marriage-rate | per cen. lower, 
while the birth-rate was normal. 

Sydney and Suburts—-Yhe births registered in March quarter 
numbered 5,525, equivalent to a rate of 22°52 per 1,000 of population per 
annum ; of the total, 2,896 were males and 2,629 females. The rateis 1 per 
cent. below the average of March quarter of the previous five years. 

The deaths in March quarter numbered 2,146, namely, 1,170 males 
and 976 females. The mortality rate ci 8-75 per 1,000 of population 
per annum is 1 per cent. below the quinquennial rate for the March 
quarter. The deaths were below the average in all age-groups, except 
5 years and over. : 

The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 6071 per 1,000 
births, and is 12 per cent. below the average for the March quarter 
of the previous five years. 

Trade of New South Wales.—Jmports— ‘The Oversea Hmports into New 
South Wales during the March quarter, 1924, were valued at 
£14,868,401, and show an increase in value of £1,275,009 or 9-4 per 
cent. in comparison with the corresponding quarter of the previous year. 
Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports of 
merchandise increased by £1,275,419, and gold decreased by £410. 
The total oversea imports for the year ended 30th June, 1923, were 
£55,010,083, an increase of £11,688,605 in comparison with the pzevious 
financial year. 

Exports.—-The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during the 
March quarter, 1924, amounted to £14,874,222 being an increase in 
value of £2,670,734, or 21°9 per cent., as compared with the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year. Separating merchandise from gold 
(bullion and specie), the exports of merchandise increased by £2.318,069 
and the gold exports increased by £352,665. For the year ended 30th 
June, 1923, the total oversea exports were £42,581,922, being a decrease 
of £5,430,933 compared with the figures of the previous financial year. 

Imports at Sydney._Iixcluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
the imports (oversea and interstate) at Sydney in March quarter, 
1924, were valued at £19,383,207. The following is a summary of the 
imports and transhipments :—-

During the financial year ended 30th June, 1923, the Oversea Imports 
at the port of Sydney were valued at £53,243,163, and the Interstate 
Imports by sea at Sydney were £21,933,806, and the State seaward Imports 
£11,737,745, the total value of all imports at Sydney being £86,914,714. 
For the same period the tonnages of the goods imported were as follows :— 
Oversea, 1,443,095; Interstate, 801,248; State, 1,982,475; Total, 4,226,818, 
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Public Finances—Consolidated Revenue Accounts,—The preliminary state- 
ments of the Public Accounts show that the revenue for the 
March quarter, 1924, was £8,751,786, being an increase of £488,659, 
or 5-91 per cent., as compared with March quarter, 1923, 

Principal increases of revenue during the quarter ended 31st March, 
1924, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year were: Returns 
(per capita) to the State by the Commonwealth Government, £7,669 

Stamp Duties, £35,310; Motor Vehicle Tax, £19,073; Railways, 

£220,768 ; Tramways, £61,792; Wharfage and Tonnage Rates, Xe. 

(Sydney), £9,032 ; Metropolitan Board of Water Supply and Sewerage 

—Rates, £148,266; Hunter District Water Supply and Sewerage 

Board— Water Rates, £12,495. 

The principal decrease of revenue was: Income Tax, £70,204. 

The expenditure during March quarter, 1924, was £10,268,430, an 
increase of £714,422, as compared with March quarter of previous 
year. 

There were increases of expenditure during the March quarter, 
1924, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year, of— 
Governmental, £194,763; Business Undertakings, £99,138; and 
Interest, £67,212. 


Loan Expenditure.—The following table shows the net Loan Expenditure

Trading Banks.—The banking returns for March quarter, 1924, in com- 
parison with the previous quarter, show an increase in deposits, including 
Commonwealth Savings Bank Deposits cf £415,736, and were 
£1,457,651 greater than in March quarter, 1925. 

Advances in March quarter, 1924, were £2,226,566 less than in 
December quarter, 1923, and £6,182,173 greater than in March 
quarter, 1923. 

The statement below affords a comparison of the current position with 
that of three months ago and twelve months ago.

The proportion of coin, bullion, and Australian notes to total liabilities 
at 31st March, 1924, was 19-6 per cent. 
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Gold -Production.—The gold yield during March quarter, 1924, was 
4,484 oz. fine, valued at £20,592, and showed a decrease of 1,073 oz. 
fine, and £3,015 in value, compared with March quarter, 1923. 

Land Selections.—In the nine months ended 31st March, 1924, there 
were 1,033 applications for 1,017,838 acres for original holdings under 
the Crown Lands Acts, Closer Settlement Acts, and Returned 
Soldiers’ Settlement Act; and 1,008,319 acres, representing 1,147 
blocks, were set apart for original holdings, which include areas 
for returned soldiers. During the year ended 30th June, 1923, 
the number of applications was 1,536, and the area applied for 
1,092,698 acres. The lands set apart for original holdings in the 
period were 772,474 acres, representing 1,147 blocks. 

Retail Prices, Sydney.—From the information collected as to average 
retail prices of food and groceries in Sydney, it appears that in 
March, 1924, the prices of meat were 56 per cent. higher than in 
July, 1914; other food and groceries were 574 per cent. higher; 
and the prices for the two combined were 57 per cent. higher. 

The general level of prices showed practically no alteration as 
compared with the previous month (February). Prices of meat 
were 1 per cent. higher than in February, and food and groceries 
were unaltered. Eggs were much dearer, while the prices of bacon, 
sago, and raisins were higher also; potatoes, butter, and cheese were 
cheaper. 

Compared with the corresponding month (March) of 1923, meat 
was 27} per cent. dearer; other food and groceries were 1 per cent. 
cheaper ; and the two combined were 5 per cent. dearer. 

The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those 
in every-day consumption. 

Wholesale Prices.—During the March quarter, 1924, the general level of 
wholesale prices decreased by 2 per cent., and is now 30 per cent. 
lower than the highest point reached in July, 1920. 

During the quarter there was an increase of 10 per cent. in the index 
number of meat, while agricultural produce decreased by 12 per cent. 
and dairy produce by 10 per cent. All other groups remained 
practically unaltered. 

Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 46 
commodities remained unchanged during the March quarter, 26 
increased, and 28 became cheaper. 

New Buildings.—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the 
several Town Clerks, the number of new buildings erected in the 
Metropolis during the quarter ended 31st March, 1924, numbered 
2,538 as compared with 2,718 during the quarter ended 31st March, 
1923. 

Country Municipalities.—Table No. 46 shows that during the 
quarter ended 31st March, 1924, permission was granted in country 
Municipalities to erect 1,390 new buildings, of the value of £945,056 
as compared with 1,425, of a value of £815,640, during the quarter 
ended 31st March, 1923. 

Meteorology.—Three extensive rainstorms occurred in January, the most 
useful being on the 5th-6th, when practically the whole State benefited. 
On the 20th, rough weather with strong southerly winds was experienced 
on the seaboard. At times during the month very severe heat was 
experienced, but there was a marked cool change on the 12th, when 
snow fell on the extreme southern tablelands. During February there 
were two pronounced periods of extensive and heavy rainfall, namely, 
from the Ist to 8th and from 13th to 20th. The total rain for the month 
was above the average over all districts except along the coast. Strong 
southerly winds on the coast with rough seas and showery conditions 
were experienced in March. On the Blue Mountains, in the Metropolitan 
Area, and on the South Coast, including the catchment area of the 
Sydney Water Supply, very heavy rainfalls were registered. 
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Labour Conditions in Mareh Quarter, 1924.—The following particulars 
in regard to employment and industrial dislocations have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 

Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports 
that at the end of March there were about 3,500 persons out of 
work in the metropolitan district, and about 3,000 in the country 
districts. The persons affected by unemployment included fitters 
and turners, engine drivers and firemen, iron-workers’ assistants, textile 
workers, and shop assistants. There was a scarcity of skilled workers 
in the building trades, of moulders, electrical workers, and motor-body 
builders, and of women for domestic work. 

uring the March quarter, 5,794 men and 3,294 women were 
sousht by employers through the agency of the State Labour Ex- 
changes, and 5,333 men and 2,033 women were placed in positions. 
In the previous quarter, 9,830 positions were made available, and 
8,368 persons were placed in positions. 

Dislocations. — During the March quarter 43,872 employees 
were involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the 
total loss amounted to 188,791 working days. In the previous 
quarter 18,750 employees were involved, with the loss of 67,172 
days. 

Changes in Wages.—There were practically no changes in wages 
during the March quarter, 1924.

The results were compiled from returns which were made after the crops had been harvested, 
-and depend upon statements furnished by each of 17,800 wheat-growers in the State, 


The area harvested for grain was 2,914,070 acres, including 106,642 acres which failed entirely. 


The area cut for hay was 6$4,140 acres, including 11,044 acres which failed. The fed-off area 
was 301,280 acres, making a total of 3,969,440 acres sown with wheat. 


The grain harvested amounted to 11,013,377 bags, equivalent to 33,040,000 bushels, or 11:3 


bushels per acre. 


The production of hay was 700,060 tons, or 1 ton per acre.
